Bring Back Championship Cup 
Medals and Cash Prize 


Vulcan rejoices in the success of its 
band. Calgary dailies, and papers 
eferywhere, broadoast' the fact that 
Vulcan Citizens’ Band is the winner 
in the band competition in connection 
with the Calgary Exhibition, consti¬ 
tuting them the champions of town 
bands in Western Canada. 

Their success is the reward of 
ambition and talent and effort, a 
triangular combination that in this 
case has brought honor and trophies 
and prizes to an organization that in 
this event has made a valuable con¬ 
tribution to a splendid name and a 
broad fame that has been possessed 
by: Vulcan. Though proud of their 
accomplishments, bandsmen and 
citizens are not vain, fully recogniz¬ 
ing the contributions made by the 
other bands to an endeavor to stimu¬ 
late an interest in bands and in music, 
valuable assets to any community. 

To be the winners of what was 
perhaps the first competition of the 
kind ever held under the auspices is 
a demonstration of the merit that 
surely begets honor, and to which all 
these other things are added.. To wdn 
such distinction is frankly admitted 
to be classed as a real event in a 
town of this size, but locally, it has 
the special significance of being the 
climax of the nine years’ service as 
conductor by Bandmaster Ober, who 
as, with this event, terminated his 
service in this capacity, and within 
the-month has changed his residence 
to Calgary, where his talent has for 
some time been recognized. 

Anticipating the keen copipetition 
which surely developed, bandsmen 
and conductor have been devoted to 
preparation, and with the approach 
of the day of test, there came a con¬ 
fidence that produced a performance 
of real excellence. The contest was 
held in the big skating arena, and 
though not featured to any great 
degree, drew a large attendance and 
commanded from them a keen inter¬ 
est. The judge was CapL Amers, 
conductor of the Royal Air Force 
Band, and in announcing the awards, 
was very complimentary in his com¬ 
ments. The winning of the contest 
secures to the band the very* hand¬ 
some Heintzman silver cup and a 
considerable purse of money, and to 
each bandsman a gold medal. 

The success of the band was not 
greater than that of its soloists, Mr. 
Frank Bird, with a clarinet solo, 
winning first in Jus class, and Mr. 
Ober, with a cornet solo, was second 
in his section. The very definite 
commendation of such an eminent 
authority as Capt. Amers was prized 
even beyond medals and money, by 
the successful competitors. It was 
indeadj^rday of days with musicians. 

Vulcan Citizens’ Band made its 
first appearance in the city in the big 
parade, and their smart appearance 
and the selections rendered as they 
passed along, secured for them a 
generous hand from the asembled 
thousands, and in this there was en¬ 
couragement for the test that was to 
come. Featured on parade was the 
drum major of the band, Miss Marian 
Lebeau, smartly attired in appro¬ 
priate costume, and marching with a 
stride thqt made a hit with the 
multitude. The position of the band 
in the parade gave them a promin¬ 
ence only excelled by their appearance 
at night on the stage before the 
grand stand, when they were intro¬ 
duced as the winners of the band 
competition, and opened the first 
platform performance with a selec¬ 
tion from their extensive repertoire.

TOWN PLANNING FOR ALBERTA 


Future generations will rise to bless 
Premier Brownlee if he carries out his 
plan to appoint a town-planning ex¬ 
pert to supervise the laying-out ol 
new towns and the improvement of 
the older places in the province. In 
this great new Province, which is in 
the babyhood of its development, it is 
extremely important that such a work 
of town-planning should be begun 
without delay. Mistakes by the hun¬ 
dreds have already been made. The 
landscape has already been marred 
in many places by the careless hand 
of man. But if we begin now the fu¬ 
ture development of towns and cities 
in Alberta can he along lines that will 
add to the, aesthetic life of the pro¬ 
vince. We must not lx' penurious about 
it, either. In Edmonton and Calgaiy 
for example, land for a civic centre 
or central beauty spot can be obtained 
at a fraction of the price that will 
have te be paid in future years, and 
if the ratepayers of those cities have 
any vision at all they will see the ne¬ 
cessity of acquiring the land now for 
park development in the future. 

The suggestion that natural park 
spaces should he preserved along the 
highways is also an excellent one, and 
one of the first duties of the new de¬ 
partment which the Government pro¬ 
poses setting up should (be to make a 
survey of such places. People can tra¬ 
vel in other places on this continent 
and find larger huildings-and bigger 
cities and more expansive industrial 
development than may be found in 
Alberta, and we, cannot ex|>eet the 
tourist to remeii%er our Province lie- 
cause of those things. But we have 
scenery so varied, and natural beauty 
so abundant, that if it is preserved 
and developed it will make an impres 
sion upon the visitor that never will 
be lost.

To be truly 
happy in our lot we need not be con¬ 
tented. Indeed, happiness and con¬ 
tentment, while we keep moving on 
life’s highway, are not to be recon¬ 
ciled.

Only by the degree to which you prove 
yourself true to the modest task of 
today can you fit yourself for, or in¬ 
spire others to entrust you with, 
greater duties tomorrow.

A ROOSTER DAY 


Poultry raisers who build up a 
trade in strictly fresh eggs known by 
the name of ‘‘Specials” see to it that 
the male birds do not run with the 
flock. Not only do they consume a 
certain amount of expensive food, but 
fertilized eggs do not keep nearly as 
well as those that are sterile. In¬ 
deed after warm weather arrives the 
male birds should be done away with, 
except, of course, in flocks of the 
breeders of pure-bred fowl who pro¬ 
duce stock and eggs for breeding 
purposes. The uselessness of the 
male in the laying flock is being re¬ 
cognized in many quarters and a 
prominent newspaper in Eastern On¬ 
tario, ^he Renfrew “Mercury”, has 
made a novel suggestion that a 
“Rooster Day” be organized. The ed¬ 
itor in urging this point out that the 
keeping of male birds throughout the 
year is an economic loss which in the 
aggregate means a waste of thous¬ 
ands of dollars yearly in every town¬ 
ship. The cost of maintenance of 
such birds is about $3 per year each. 
Only those who want eggs from their 
own premises for hatching, it is 
pointed out, have any need of male 
birds, and as the time is arriving 
when poultry raisers are adopting the 
practice of renewing their flocks by 
the purchase of baby chicks, there is 
no reason whatever for keeping over 
the male birds. A “Rooster Day”, it 
is believed, would in a .very real sense 
be a “booster day” for the poultry 
industry, which is steadily gaining in 
importance. A leaflet of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa re¬ 
commends the killing off of the male 
birds after the breeding season and 
sifts the first of June as the time 
when roosters should be sent to mar¬ 
ket, because after that date, it is 
pointed out, millions of dollars are 
lost through the presence of partially 
incubated eggs in the produce which 
is marketed.

Earl# sown wheat is well headed 
out in many sections of the province 
and all grains are making splended 
growth, according to telegraphic re¬ 
ports received by the DeDartjnent of 
Agriculture on Friday for the fifth 
fortnightly crop report of the season. 
Growing conditions have l>»en ideal 
since the last report was issued, the 
entire province having benefited from 
general rains during the past two 
weeks. Crops which appeared some¬ 
what patchy owing to the delayed ger¬ 
mination reflecting the drouth in May 
| are showing a much greater uniform- 
| ity, and little difficulty is anticipated 
| at harvest time as a result of this 
I situation. 

| Coarse grains have all been mak- 
I ing vigorous growth and ' a great 
I many fields of oats and barley are in 
j the shot blade. All crops have stooled 
much more heavily than was expected 
during the dry period, with a conse¬ 
quent improvement in the prospect 
for a heavy yield. A nffhiber of dis¬ 
tricts report that summerfallowing is 
being temporarily delayed by the un¬ 
usual amount of moisture in the soil. 
Conditions have been ideal for break¬ 
ing and in many localities more new 
land is being brought under cultiva¬ 
tion this season than for many years. 

Rain has interfered to some extent 
with haying in the southern part of 
the province where a very satisfactory 
crop of alfalfa and sweet clover is be¬ 
ing cut. Good progress is being made 
with the thinning of the sugar beet 
crop and a yield is promised from the 
6500 acres sown to beets this year. 

Crops in the Peace River section of 
the province are sorftewhat more ad¬ 
vanced than, at this date Isrst year, 
and prospects for a very satisfactory 
yield are reported.

Aroused to action by the plight of 
farmers and tourists throughout 
Southern Alberta, who for the past

.Sixteen head of ho/ses, attached to 
four large scrapers were put on the 
Yankee Valley road, two miles south¬

TO IMPROVE ROADS 

With a view to still further improv¬ 
ing the condition of Alberta’s main 
highways and reducing the cost of 
maintenance, a series of experiments 
will be conducted .on a number of gra¬ 
velled roads in the province during 
the next few days to test the efficien¬ 
cy of a covering of oil. It is announ¬ 
ced by Hon. O. L. McPherson, Minister 
of Public Works, that a heavy asphal¬ 
tic oil will be used in surfacing; the 
road bed for several on the principal 
highways. Satisfactory results a,-> an¬ 
ticipated from this Alberta treat¬ 
ment which has proved highly satis¬ 
factory in a number of the eastern 
provinces. 


Already the farmers are looking 
forward to the annual harvest rush. 
It is,expected that harvest may com¬ 
mence -about the 2*Ith or the 25th of 
August this year. With the bumper 
crop predicted all over Southern Al¬ 
berta the combines are apparently a 
welcome solution. 

Two years ago there were 85 com¬ 
bines at work south of Calgary. Last 
year then- were 150, and in spite of 
most unfavorable conditions they did 
excellent work. 

Machines dealers state that hy next 
month there will lie 500 combines in 
the hardest fields of Southern Alber¬ 
ta, that is south of Calgary. One dea¬ 
ler at Champion has orders for 25 
Combines of one make. The great 
difficulty is going to be in filling or¬ 
ders for this modern machinery. 

Railways too, are making arrange¬ 
ments with an eye to the general use 
of combines, tractors and motor 
trucks. As a rule grain does Hot start 
moving till three weeks after cutting 
starts. But this y^ear with all the mo¬ 
dern equipment at work, deliveries of 
grain will commence from the first

INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION 
OF SCHOOLS ~ 

i Published by Educational Committee 

of the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance 

Hundreds of young people are grad¬ 
uating each year from our normal 
schools. They are being turned out 
without any follow-up advice or en¬ 
couragement, excepting the few words 
that can be dropped by the inspector 
when he is able to visit the school¬ 
room. The inspector's report and the 
j official nature of the visit creates un¬ 
avoidably the feeling that the visitor 
| is a friend coming to continue the 
I work of the normal school under act- 
j ual conditions in the class-room, and 
I nothing more, we will never have su¬ 
pervision very helpful in improving 
the quality of the teacher’s work, 
j A mistaken idea prevails that in¬ 
spection and" supervision are the same 
thing. Inspection strictly regarded, 

I however, is not supervision, although 
I the onlyV supervising officers outside 
I thi large cities are the inspectors of 
I schools, and, presumably, the most 
J important duty of an inspector should 
be supervision. Inspection merely in¬ 
volves the discovery of whether or 
not the school has attained the min¬ 
imum standard as required by the 
Dept, of Education; * the inspector 
must visit the school, ‘discover the 
weak and strong points of the teacher 
and report upon them. On the other 
I hand, a supervisor finds or locates 
the weaknesses of the teacher and en¬ 
deavours to strengthen the teacher’s 
. work, and seeks to tone up the entire 
service by using the strong teacher; 
he goes about from school to school 
with the sole aim of improving the 
standard of instruction. Supervision 
is the “follow-up”, the continuation 
or extension of teacher-training in¬ 
stitutions into the province where 
teachers are actually engaged in the 
practical work. 

With the many duties devolving on 
the inspector of schools as represen¬ 
tative of the Department of Educa¬ 
tion, it becomes almost impossible to 
really supervise in the sense of im¬ 
proving the quality of instruction. All 
that can be done during his hurried 
visits (seldom more and often less 
than once in twelve months) is to 
make a few notes, drop a hint or two 
here and there and fill in the forms 
which comprise his “report.^ 

Although a person at all skilled 
in the work can tell whether the gen¬ 
eral tone of the school is good or poor, 
the inspector’s visit becomes almost 
entirely' 1 one of inspection distinct 
from that of supervision. 

A supervisor discusses the prob¬ 
lems with the teacher under the very 
conditions that have to be faced in 
the class as does a supervisor of a 
special subject or a principal of a 
large city school who is relieved from 
teaching for a considerable period 
during school hours for supervisory 
work. Real supervision means en¬ 
couragement, inspiration, not the is¬ 
suing of formal reports except on rare 
occasions. Supervision is not a vital 
problem in the large cities, but in the 
country* districts where the younger 
and less experience^ teachers are usu¬ 
ally located, they are compelled to 
work out ther own problems unaided, 
exceptng, of course, the yearly half¬ 
day visit of the inspector, followed by 
the dreaded “report”—their reprieve 
or sentence. 

ON THE HEIGHTS 

Canada’s highest look-out station 
is on Mount Cartier, in the Revelstoke 
district. From the highway it looks 
like a tiny doll’s house. The ranger’s 
location is at an altitude of 9,000 feet. 
He has to guard file safety of 130 
billion feet of timber. The ranger de¬ 
pends for his water supply on the 
snow. In hot summers the snow line 
recedes so that he has to pack a buck¬ 
et of water three miles. Owing to his 
inability to secure fire wood, he is out¬ 
fitted with an oil stove. Telephone 
communication with district headquar¬ 
ters enables him to turn in an alarm, 
which can bring an army of fire 
fighters to the scene in short time. 
The trail to the look-out is fourteen 
miles long and is much favored by 
' tourists and sight seers.

NEED GOOD ROADS 

Mr. A.G, Spooner uivea an intereai- 
ing lain on the lonuuion of 
Alberta Roads. 

“Alberta’s gieatesi need today is 
good roads. Our future comfort anu 
prosperity depend more on good roads 
tnan on any other factor otuer, per¬ 
haps, than our wheot crop, ^ntil Al¬ 
berta has good roads the progress oi 
this province will be clogged and by 
tins i mean that our farm land values 
will be depreciated, the cost of fann¬ 
ing will tie unduly lugn, intercourse 
between rural and urban communities 
will be prevented and our people de¬ 
prived oi the ordinary amenties of 
life to whi’oh they are fairly entitled" 

Such were the conclusions of A. G. 
Spooner, farmer and rancher in Al¬ 
berta for many years, and more re¬ 
cently oil operator in Turner Valley, 
on his return from a long motor trip 
through the United States. 

Mr. Spooner bought a car in Osha¬ 
wa, Ontario, and motored down 
through Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Maryland, North- 
Carolina and then north again com¬ 
ing back to Canada via North Dakota 
and Montana. 

“ Not until we reached Alberta did 
we encounter • bad roads,’’ observed 
Mr. Spooner, “and they were bad. It 
took more out of my car to drive from 
Coutts to calgary than all the otiier 
thousands of miles in the entire trip. 

“Our Alberta roadis are terrible. 
Those of us who have travelled on the 
highways in the United States and in 
British Columbia know just how much 
they are delaying the legitimate pro¬ 
gress of our province. 

“Take North Carolina’s example. 
Here was a state that was going back 
Its condition was becoming serious 
because roads were poor and commu¬ 
nication between communities was im¬ 
possible, except under conditions 
similar to those in Alberta. The sit¬ 
uation was actual critical when a gov¬ 
ernor with vision came into office 
One of his first acblhwas to have pre¬ 
pared legislation which provided for 
tjie issuance of bonds to the amount 
of $120’000,000 and now that state, 
which was formally a bog of red clay, 
has 2,500 miles of paved highway and 
is increasing its program in this re¬ 
spect. 

“Faim land and city properity 
have increased, population in country 
and city is increasing and the state 
is prospering, all due to the conver¬ 
sion from bad roads of the Alberta 
type, to good roads. 

“There was no difficulty about the 
financing,” Mr. Spooner commenced 
“The state used the revenue from the 
gasoline tax to finance.all bond char¬ 
ges and once the good roads were es¬ 
tablished these revenues increased 
tremendously. 

“Alberta can do exactly the same 
thing; And we shall have even more 
substantial results than North Caro¬ 
lina. Not only will our farm produc¬ 
tion bring more profit to the farmer, 
hut the artisan in the city will have 
more work; there will be an augment¬ 
ing of industrial activity and there 
will he a marvelous increase in tourist 
traffic which will bring millions of 
new money into the province every 
year. 

“Do you know,” said Mr. Spooner, 
“that thousands of farmers have not 

K en able to use their cars more than 
e fitpnth in the last six. They have 
t been able to leave their homes for 
towns and cities. They could neither 
bring their supplies unless they had 
means of conveyance outside of motor 
cars. I have • been trying for two 
weeks to reach my ranch at Millarville 
It can not be done. 

WEED CONFERENCE 

Weed control, a matter of education 
and co-operation, the topic at a two- 
day provincial conference opened at 
the University, Friday, brought out 
encouraging statements as to the pro¬ 
gress in having better seed sown for 
the production of higher quality crops 
Declaring that the fundamental 
principle of weed control was sow no 
weeds, W. J*.Stephen, fieldcrops com¬ 
missioner, said that the Alberta Seed 
Growers Association had been direct¬ 
ly or indirectly responsible for the 
distribution of high class seed to over 
35,000 farmers since its organization. 
That the list of registered seed grow¬ 
ers in Alberta reached 900 was the 
announcement made by G. M. Stewart 
Dominion Seed Branch, Calgary. 

While over 1,000 seed drill samples 
taken had shown tests of 41 per cent 
of rejected wheat being sown, Mr. 
Stewart paid a compliment to Ukrain¬ 
ian farmers of the north who were 
sowing cleaner seed than the so called 
“good farmers” of the other districts. 
In short tjiey wepe strong for the use 
of fanning mills and grain cleaners, 
the use of which was generally prov¬ 
ing an object lesson by way of better 
crops. 

Dean Howes of the college of agri¬ 
culture opened with brief remarks 
and city residents were invited to take 
part.

J. J. Cumberland of Fincher Creek, 
has been elected president of,Provin¬ 
cial Postmasters’ Association. 

Rain and hail, accompanied by a 
terriffic wind, swept over a large 
section of territory north of Red Deer 
on last Friday afternoon, doing dam¬ 
age to crops estimated at from 50 to 
100 per cent. 

Implement companies are import¬ 
ing large quantities of reaper-thresh¬ 
ers and indications point to a heavy 
sale of these this year. It is believed 
that this type of harvester will be 
used to a greater extent this year. 

At Swan Lake, some forty miles 
from Quesnel, B.C., good progress is 
being made with the big muskrat 
ranch covering 11,000 acres which is 
now all fenced in with 10,000 of the 
“little beaver” now being cared for. 

Seventeen cars of hogs have been 
shipped from Hillspring, Alta., this 
past winter, bringing in excess* of 
$20,000 to the breeders. This is how 
the off grade grain, which was grown 
in that section last year, was market¬ 
ed. There are still several cars (if 
hogs in the district to be shipped. 

The Cinresholm 'committee which 
is working on plans for a municipal 
hospital has received a tip from the 
department of health to not he in a 
hurry, pending the announcement by 
the government of a new scheme of 
organizng the entire province Into 
health districts to be served from cer 
tain stated central points. 

Princess Elizabeth, daugnter of 
their Royal Highnesses the Duke and 
Puchess of York, is now receiving a 
good deal of attention and homage 
from the English and Scottish people. 
The possibility lies ahead of her of 
becoming the Queen of England 
should the Prince of Wales continue 
to live a life of celibacy and she to 
have no brothers. In that event the 
eldest would become king. 

Three men were arrested recently 
on charges of fraud in connection 
with activities of the Bankers Heirs 
Association which for years has land 
claim to valuable land in Philadelphia 
It appears that thousands of victims 
have fallen prey to what is nothing 
less than a swindle. They beinng per-; 
suaded to contribute to the assort 
tion on the pretense that the funds 
would lie used to search titles to the 
purported grant of land, occupied now 
by Wammnamakers store, city hall 
and many other buildings. 

Canada’s petroleum production for 
1927 places the output at 495,000 bar¬ 
rels, valued at $1,583,000. Of this 
amount over 70 per cent, was contrib¬ 
uted by Alberta, and the relatively 
high monetary value of the produc¬ 
tion may be attributed do the fact 
that the major portion of Alberta’s 
quota is crut naphtha from the Tur¬ 
ner Valley field. A substantial gain 
was made over 1920, with a total pro¬ 
duction of 364,444 barrels valued at 
$1,311,665, viz.. New Brunswick, 10,- 
544; Ontario, 137,850; Alberta, 216,- 
050. 

The Nanton swimming pool was 
thrown open to the public on Sunday 
last, July 1st and was visited by a 
large number of persons. It is located 
on the east' side of the C.P.R. tracks 
just north of the business section In 
a new building constructed for the 
purpose, with steam boiler for heat¬ 
ing purposes, equipped with gas and 
electricity, dressing and toilet rooms 
The plunge is in an L shape starting 
with about three feet of water and 
gradually deepening, around the L 
to a depth of about 10 feet.

A man in Philadelphia complains 
that his pet skunk has been stolen. It 
shouldn’t be hard to find the thief. 

The best wood to start a camp fire 
is a little birch bark.

touch he quotes the price of linen col¬ 
lars at 60 cents. 

J. McHugh of Calgary, a well 
known old timer throughout the west. 
He was born in Ottawa in 1855 died 
in Victoria on July 7. His life since 
1878 has been spent in pioneering 
work west of the Great Lakes, first in 
survey parties, and then as farm in¬ 
structor to the Indians along Lac St. 
Ann. In 1881 Mr. McHugh took over 
the government farm south of Cal¬ 
gary, at the present P. Burns farm. 
Later he and his two brothers, Felix 
and Tom owned a large ranch south of 
Gleichen.
